While propared 
to admit thal thero are foroign- 
ers whove sense ‘of propricty has 
somotimes deserted thom to tho 
oxtont of provocative language 
and action, «we can ask the 
Chinese whether these individual 
instancos of bad taste: aro 
sufficiont to. stamp tho wholo 
foroign -community ‘as anti- 
Chinese. Despite provocation, 
the vast majority of Europeans, 
and ‘Amoricans in China aro 
intansoly friondly towarda tho 
pooplo, and roady to assist them 
in -overy way.’ So much so, that 
the offensive term" foroign 
devil” whith practienly overy 
I oii in thin country is laught to 


on foot hy those who would maka 
puppots of the museca (and would 
doxert thair dupes at the least 
sign of disaster), is gapping the 
commonsense of the people. If 
only they would think deeply on 
the subject, thoy would realise 
how foolishly thoy wre behaving. 


Mutual Respect. 


Quite apart fron the troublo on 
the Shamocn, we can cordially 
ondorso tho views recently ox- 
prossed by a writer in a Canton 
pauper when he urgos that somo 
organised offort be mado to put a 
slop to tho nse of  offensiva 
epithets against foreigners. Ho 
statox that after twonty yours’ 
residaned in Canton, for the most 
part jn the native city, ho and 
his wife are often insulted in’ tha 
stroets by young mon, who should 
know bettor, calling after thom 
“Ban Kwai” We have ourselves 
notived the same thing, oven in 
Hongkong, and we certainly 
think there is no oxcuso nowa- 
days for such behaviour, especial. 
ly in parts where the foreigner ix 
as familiar a sight as the Chinose. 


Hh is allevory well, as ithe writer 


of tho Canton letter anys, to put 
this thing down to “only child- 
ron,” but ‘it. is pertinent to ask 
whero the children learn these 
expressions. The same kind of 
thing is ovident hero in the 
attitude of some Chinese towards 
our Indian constables, and more 
than ono offender has boon 
brought into Court to answer a 
charge of making use of the term 
“molo kwai.” Wo uro awaro, of 
courso, thet tho use of such ox. 
pressions are by no mannor. of 
means charactoristic of educatod 
Chincso, but that thoy are vory 
commonly employed by “the 
masses” thera can be no disput- 
ing. Wo believe, with tho writor 
quoted, that a fow months’ teach- 
ing in the homes ‘and schools 
against the uso of such epithets 
would prove most banoficial. 
Mutual respect is the neud of the 
momont, and anything that 
oncouragos it ix to he commended, 
In saying so much, wo aro suro 
that tho bettor-claas Chinose aro 
as much painod as we are when 
hoaring such = phrases used, 
whether they are Intended to be 
offensive or not.
